TRIO OF OLD CELEBRITIES 

Performances of Luke Blackburn, 
Hindoo and Hanover. 



Wonderful Raring of Throe of Most fitmnis 1 
Horses of American Turf — Ueiafls 
of Their Achievements. 

BY SALVATOTl. 

(First Article.) 

When Sally's Alley won the Futurity in 
such l<rilli:int fashion, her performance 
moved me to some reflections upon iter an- 
cestry and reminiscences of various horses 
figuring therein. In particular. I wrote of 
Luke Itlaekhurn. sire of her granddam. 
Heartburn, which son of Bonnie Scotland 
iias never, since the day when, over forty 
years ago. he blazed in such splendor at the 
meridian of the racing firmament, ceased to 
be one of the principal figures in my gallery 
of equine gods. 

It was in 1880 that Luke Blackburn made 
his name imperishable in American turf his- 
tory and what he did that season has never 
sinee been equaled by a three-year-old thor- 
oughbred. Starting twenty-four times he 
won twenty-two races, most of them stake 
events, in which he defeated not only the 
pick of his own age, but, in many instances, 
the best all-aged and handicap horses in 
training. There is no parallel to this series 
of performances in the turf annals of any 
country and it is doubtful if there ever will 
he. The nearest approaches have been those 
made the next season of 1881, here in Amer- 
ica. by Hindoo, he then winning eighteen 

out of twenty races, and a half-dozen years 
later by Hindoo's son, Hanover, when in 
1SS7 lie won twenty out of twenty-seven 
races. It will be interesting, I think, to 
give a brief tabular resume of the three- 
year-old careers of this trio of titans, so 
here it is :

These three colts are ali record-breakers 
as money winners. Never before Luke 
1’iaekburn had an American three-year-old 
approached his winnings of $48,975. In fact, 
only three American thoroughbreds had won 
as much or more in their entire turf careers 
as did he in that one year, these having 
1>een Planet, with $89,700; Peytona, with $06,- 
"00. and Boston, with $51,200. Hindoo, how- 
ever, surpassed him the next year by winning 
$49.10". though capturing four less races — 
eighteen us against twenty-two. In turn this 
was excelled by the earning of Miss Wood- 
ford in her three-year-old form in 1884, she 
idling up no less than $51,120.50. 

This remained a record until the advent 
of Hanover in 1887, when he eclipsed all 
previous ones by his huge total of $89,772.50. 
Comparatively few three-year-olds in the 
thirty-live years that have sinee elapsed 
have earned a larger amount. The present 
record is Man o’ War’s $166,140, established 
in 1920. when he won eleven races without a 
single defeat. But $80,000 of this amount 
was due to his victory over Sir Barton in 
their “special” staged at Kenilworth Park. 
The amount he earned in what might be 
termed “regular” events was therefore but 
$86,140. or considerably less than that ac- 
credited t<» Hanover. The largest amount of 
money won in America by a three -year -old 
in regular events still remains the $144,300 
earned by Sysonby in 1905, when he was un- 
defeated in nine races. 

We cannot, however, correctly assess the 
merits of racers by their money winnings, 
which are an index of success rather than 
true greatness. Such a three-vear-old as 
Luke Blackburn, Hindoo or Hanover would 
today earn double or treble what was pos- 
sible for one horse to win in the period of 
1880-1887. 

Having summed up the careers of these 
three colts in condensed form, let us pass 
to a more detailed comparative exhibit of 
what they accomplished, as follows :
